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drawer accessible from two opposite sides of the accessory box, the drawer including a stop 
for reducing the likelihood of accidental disengagement of the drawer from the accessory box 
when the accessory box is withdrawn from either of said two opposite sides. Finally, none of 
the cited references discloses, for example, claim 49*s specifically recited accessory box 
including a drawer accessible from two opposite sides of the accessory box, the drawer 
including latches to reduce the likelihood of inadvertent opening of the drawer. For at least 
these reasons, claims 37-49 are also entitled to favorable consideration, culminating in 
allowance. 

Accordingly, all of claims 26-49, as presented herein, are submitted to be in 
condition for further favorable consideration, culminating in allowance. Such action is 
respectfully requested.
